Removals to Out-of-Home Placement: Statewide

The data presented in Section 1 reflect an unduplicated count of all children/youth removed from home and entering a RI
DCYF out-of-home placement during July 1, 2009 — June 30, 2010. The data include children/youth in congregate care,
specialized foster care, independent and semi-independent living, relative foster care, nonrelative foster care, and court
ordered. The data presented in this report were pulled from the RI DCYF data system, RICHIST.

There were 1,412 children who entered out-of-home care in FY 2010. Of these, 1,186 children (84.0%) were first time
entries and 226 children (16.0%) were re-entries. Re-entry is defined as entered within 12 months of a previous discharge
from all placements. These figures may be slightly different from Federal Reports that report on a Federal Fiscal Year
(October 1 to September 30 time periods).
